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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claim 1 and the new claims 37 contain limitations directed to having two of the adenovirus 
genes (E1 B, E2A, E2B, or E4) under transcriptional control of a HRE. These limitations change the scope of the invention, from the 
previously examined claims. As described in the last Action, Van Meir et al. teach adenoviruses which have E1 A and E1 B under 
conditional control. Since the claim amendments have excluded ElAfrom the scope of the claims, the proposed claims would require 
further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It seems that the applicant's remarks are directed 
to the proposed claim amendments. Because the claim amendments were not entered, the applicant's arguments are moot. 

Accordingly, the claims remain rejected for the reasons of record.
